Doctor Wagner, One of the Alienists 


For the Defense, Under Cross-Exam 
(nation — Thaw's Mental Condition 
Following the Tragedy—The Day's 
Proceedings. 


Xew Yoik, March C—Dr Charles 


G. Wagner, one of the alienists for the 
defense, was again a witness under 
cross-examination m the Thaw tiial. 
The session was made notable by a 
clash between Disnict Attorney Je- 
rome and Justice Fuzijei.ild,..it the 
climax of which the piosecut.ng offi- 
cer refused point blank to cite to the 
court the authorities upon whioh he 
was predicating an argument. Mr. Je- 
rome was requested b.. the presiding 
judge to submit to him whatever au- 
thorities he had upon the subject. "£ 
have such a high iexpect lor the 
courts of this junsdicuon," retorted 
Mr. Jerome, "thar ] will not submit 
authorities on a question of 'aw which 
is so elemental in character and upon 
which the authorities are so abundant' 
that I must presume the learned court' 
knows of them." The judge replied ' 
if the district attorney did not submit I 
the authorities the court would as-, 
same that he did not know of any. 
Mr. Jerome did not submit the author- 
ities and Justice Fit.-geiald ruled in 
favor of the defense on the point at 
| issue, which, briefly stated, was the 


question as to whether the state on 
cross-examination should be allowed 
to go no further •with an expert wit 
ness than the counsel for the defense 
was allowed to go upon direct exam- 
ination. 


The incident began with an obj'ec' 


tion interposed by Mr. Delmas to a 
question asked Dr. Wagner by Mr. 
Jerome. The district attorney wanted 
the witness to repeat certain conver- 
sations he bad had with Thaw m the 
Tombs. Mr. Delmas pro" sted that 
he had not been allowed to go into 
those conversations ou direct exami- 
nation. He was proceeding at some 
length to state the position of the de- 
fense, when Mr. Jerome interrupted 
with the remark, that the argument 
did not call "for a stump speech." Mr. 
Delmas protested against this 'offen- 
sive language" by the district attor- 
ney. Justice Fitzgerald interposed in 
the discussion arid Mr. Delmas was 
soon lost to view Because of the turn 
aftairs took. 
' ' 


During the course of h's argument 


<hf district attorney placed himself on 
record by saying that the legal as- 
"umption before thp court today is 
that Harry K. Thaw is insane. He de- 
clared the alienists 'for the defense 
ha% o shown Thaw to have been insane 
as late as Sept 22 last, and in the 
absence of proof to the contrarv, the 
assumption is that) he remains insane. 
Justice Fitzgerald declared that the 
present jury only has to do with the 
question of Thaw's sanity or insanity 
on the night that he shot and killed 
Stanford White. 


Dr. Wagner was allowed to give his 


conversations with Thaw during the 
period that he believed the defendant 
to be of unsound mind. He said Thaw 
remembered bavins approached and 
having shot White. He 
protested, 


however, that he had not intended at 
any time to kill the man, but wanted 
to have him legally punished. 


"What did you learn when you vis- 


ited Thaw Oct. 1'" asked Mr. Jerome. 
"As I did not visit him on that date, 
I did not learn anything," retorted Dr. 
Wagner. 


"Well, Oct. 3, then?" "Mr. Thaw 


was still restless ,and suspicious in 
manner, but these symptoms were not 
so marked as before." 


The witness was asked regarding 


Thaw's will and codicil, and said he
